Every citizen of every com- 
munity is urged to attend divine 
service on one of these loyalty 
days. The Christian churches 
are to observe the day on Octo- 
ber 6th and the synagogues will 
observe the fifth.

Kiwanis, Lions, Civitan and 
other luncheon clubs, women’s 
clubs, Chambers of Commerce, 
Boy Scouts, Girl Scouts, Camp 
Fire Girls, ete., is sought by the 
leaders of the National Commit- 
tee for Religion and Welfare 
Recovery.

An Ordinance To Regulate The 
Sale And Distribution Of 
Water In The City OF 
Grayling 
The City of Grayling Ordains: 

Section 1, General. 

Every consumer, owner, oc- 
cupant or person in charge or 
control of any premises shall be 
subject to the provisions of this 
ordinance and such other rules 


as the City of Grayling may 
adopt. . 

Section 2. Terms and Defini- 
tions: 


The following terms are herein 
defined: Service, service pipe, 
superintendent, premises, plumb- 
ing, watermain, established 
street grade, meter, curb cock, 
street portion, consumers’ por- 
tion, valve with waste, corpora- 
tion cock, department, owner, 
meter well, council, shut off, ser- 
vice box. 

Section 3. 
vice: 

All persons shall be required 
to make application in writing 
for water service and shall be 
required to answer truthfully all 
questions regarding such applica- 
tion which may be put to them 
by an employee of the Depart- 
ment of Water Supply. 

Section 4. Installation of Ser- 
vice: 

No person shall make any con- 
nection with the water supply 
system or any repairs or altera- 
tions unless such work is done in 
aceordance with the state plumb- 
ing code. 

No such work shall be done 
within the street boundaries by 
other than the employees of the 
Department of Water Supply. 

Service lines shall be laid not 
less than 5 feet below the surface 
of the ground. 

Services shall be of not less 
than %”'in diameter. 

All service pipes of %” diame- 
ter shall be of copper. Those 
larger than %” diameter shall be 
of wrought iron, cast iron, lead 
or copper. 

All service lines shall have a 
curb cock and an iron extension 
service box. 

Every service box shall be 
equipped with a cast iron cover. 

No service shall be laid along 
the outside wall or in any posi- 
tion where there is danger of 
freezing. Every service shall be 
furnished with a valve with 
waste below the action of frost. 

There shall be no connection 
between the pipes of the city 
water system and pipes receiv- 
ing their supply from any other 
source, provided that such con- 
nection may be made if approv- 
ed by the State Department of 
Health. 

Each house must have a sep- 
arate connection with the main, 
except where there are two 
buildings on one lot. 

The cost of installing service 
pipes shall be borne by the per- 
son making application. 

All right, title and ownership 
to the street portion of the ser- 
vice shall be vested in the City 
of Grayling. 

Section 5. Meters: 

All service connections must 
¢ prepared for the use of water 
through a meter, 

On meters larger than %” di- 
ameter, the property owner shall 
pay the increased cost thereof. 

Meters shall be set in a clean, 
dry, sanitary place, easily ac- 
cessible. 

When a meter cannot be plac- 
ed within the building, it shall be 
placed in a meter well. The cost 
of construction of the meter well 
shall be borne by the consumer. 

The consumer will be held 
responsible for care and protec- 
tion of the meter from frost or 
damage by hot water, or any 
damage due to carelessness or 
neglect .of the consumer. 

The consumer shall notify the 
Superintendent of Water Supply 
of any defect or damage to the 
meter. 

All persons are forbidden to 
interfere with or remove any 
meter from any service connec- 
tion. 

No person shall break or 
tamper with or remove any 
which is placed on a_ water

Section 6. Maintenance of Ser- 
vice: 

Every consumer shall, at his 
own expense, keep in repair the 
Consumer’s portion of the ser- 
vice.

Section 3. Shutting Off Water 
Service: 

The Consumer may notify the 
Superintendent by two day’s 
notice in writing that water ser- 
vice is not desired, and the Sup- 
erintendent shall cause the meter 
to be removed from the premises. 
When the consumer desires to 
have service reinstalled, the fee 
as established by the Council 
shall be paid by the consumer. 

Where the water supply shall 
have been shut off under the di- 
rection of the Superintendent 
the water shall not again be sup- 
plied to the premises until all 
fees and reconnection charges 
shall have been paid. 

If it shall be found that the 
water supply has been turned on 
in violation of this ordinance, 
the Superintendent of Water 
Supply shall have the authority 
to sever the service pipes. 

Where service is severed, such 
severing shall be done as near 
the watermain as practicable, 
and no water shall again be sup- 
plied to the premises until the 
cost of such severing and any 
other unpaid rates shall have 
been paid. 

If any payments or fees re- 
msin unpaid for a period of 
thirty days after the due date, 
the Superintendent may turn’ off 
the water until such time as_ all 
fees have been paid. 

Section 10. Fire Protection: 

Whenever there is an alarm of 
fire every consumer shall stop 
all sprinkling and other needless 
use of water. 

Section 11. Rates: 

Rates, penalties for non-pay- 
ment, discount for prompt pay- 
ment, amount of consumers’ de- 
posits and the manner of mak- 
ing payment, shall be establish- 
ed by the City Council. 

The Superintendent shall 
certify to the Council any charg- 
es which remain unpaid. The 
Couneil may direct the proper of- 
ficials to spread these amounts 
against the real propetty on 
which service was rendered and 
the amounts so spread shall be- 
come a lien of the same character 
and effects as the lien created by 
state and county taxes. 

Section 12. Services Outside 
the City: . 

Service will be supplied out- 
side the city after execution of 
an agreement between the con- 
sumer and the City of Grayling. 

Section 13. Penalties: 

Violations of this ordinance are 
subject to a fine of not to exceed 
$190.00 or by imprisonment not 
to exceed ninety days or*by both 
such fine and imprisonment. 

Section 14. Severing Clause: 

If any portion of this ordinance 
is declared unconstitutional or 
invalid the remaining portion 
shall be and remain a valid or- 
dinance. 

Section 15. Date of Effect: 

This ordinance shall take ef- 
fect the first day of October, A.

or Jacksnipe, rails and woodcock, 


recommends certain regulations. 
Therefore, the Conservation 
Commission, by authority of Act 
230, P. A. 1925, hereby orders 
that regulations on migratory 
game birds as provided by Act 
286, P. A. 1929, as amended, shall 
be abridged to permit the hunt- 
ing of waterfowl (excepting rud- 
dy duck and bufflehead) Wilson's 
snipe or Jacksnipe and coot dur- 
ing the season of 1935 only from 
October 21 to November 19, in- 
clusive, excepting that it shall be 
unlawful to hunt waterfowl, coot, 
Wilson’s snipe or Jacksnipe be- 
fore 7 a. m. or after 4 p. m., and 


woodcock and rails excepting: 


coot before 7 a. m. or after sun- 
set, Eastern Standard Time: to 
prohibit the taking of ruddy 
duck, bufflehead, Ross’s Geese, 
and provide daily bag and pos- 
session limits as follows: Ducks, 
(except ruddy duck and buffle- 
headj)—10 in the aggregate of all 
kinds, and any person at any one 
time may possess not more than 
10 ducks in the aggregate of all 
kinds; and not more than 4 geese 
and brant combined may be tak- 
en in one day or had in posses- 
sion: at one time. 

To permit the hunting of rails, 
only from October 1 to .Novem- 
ber 19, inclusive, in the Upper 
Peninsula, and from October 15 
to November 19, inclusive, in the 
Lower Peninsula; and providing 
daily bag limits of not more than 
10 per day or 15 in possession of 
coot, Wilson’s snipe and rails;
